The center of population in tho United 


States was twenty-two miles from Balti- 
more in 1790, and has moved westward 
at the average rate of about fifty-one 
miles every decade, never deviating to 
th» extent of a degree north or south of 
the thirty-ninth parallel. 
The greatest 


progress was between the years 1850-60, 
when it travelled eighty-one miles from 
a point in Virginia to twenty miles 
south of Chillicothe, Ohio. 
Tho Alta 


says this movement was caused by the 
settlement of the Pacific Coast. Tho 
center of population in 1870 was forty- 
eight miles northeast of Cincinnati. Ac- 
cording to the last census the center has 
Advanced westward fifty-eight miles, and 
deflected to the south about eight, being 
near the village of Taylorsville, Ky., 
about eight miles from Cincinnati. 
It 


is anticipated that the next census will 
find it in Jennings connty, Ind. 
Sup- 


posing the westward movement to con- 
tinue, the central point would cross the 
Mississippi about 1950 not far from the 
south of the Missouri. 
It is consid- 


ered probable, however, that it will 
never go so far westward, as there are 
large areas in the west which are only 
adapted for mining nncl grazing pur- 
poses, and will support but *a scanty 
population. The increase in the region 
beyond the Mississippi, after the close 
of the present centnry, may not much 
more than counterbalance that of the 
rest of the country, in which case the 
center of population will remain almost 
stationary in Southern Illinois.

Justice Young has humanely interest- 


ed himself in a Had cane which oame to 
iiis notice yesterday. 
A poor man 


named Henry Gregory sought the Judge 
in his office, and told a pitable tale of 
misfortune. He is a native of Florida 
and has of 1'ate years been prospecting 
in Montana. Last December in the 
depth of winter, he started on horse- 
back to travel thirty miles to Bnaver 
Canyon, near Butte City. 
When a 


short way on his jonrney, his horse 
stumbled and threw him and escaped, 
leaving him in a deep snowy waste, 
with the thermometer nearly at zero. 
He endeavored to walk to Beaver, but 
failed to take the right direction, and 
finally reached Camas station with both 
feet frozen. He wus sent to the hos- 
pital, where his feet were 'amputated 
above the instep, and bo remained there 
eight months, being discharged as cared 
only a short time ago. With only a few 
dollars in his pocket, he has beeu en- 
deavoring to reach San Francisco, now 
and then receiving a lift of a section or 
so, from some kind brakesman, and 
again being put off the train with his 
crutches, by others. Reno was the last 
station at which he had to get off, and 
being without means or money., he 
sought Justice Young and begged his 
assistance. While it is a little hard to 
have the sick and crippled saddled so 
freely en Reno, as has been done too 
often of late, to the~inorcased cost of 
the taxpayers, still humanity owes a 
duty to these unfortunates. The Judge 
had a petition prepared, after cross ex- 
amining Gregory iu the closest manner 
and satisfying himself of his worthiness, 
aad charitable hearted citizens will 
nave a chance of rendering needed as- 
sistance to an apparently worthy young 
fellow.

Not long ago a reader 
saw mention made in the JOURNAL o:

in u room infested with flies, ciuisec 
them to d'sappear as though by en- 
chantment.

Francisco and procured a fine, though 
young plant, and placed it iu his dining: 
room. In a day or BO he was astonish 
ed at the result of his trial, for hundreds 
of dead flies lay under the leaves of the 
plant and as long as it remained in the 
room it was cold 'pizen' to insects. It 
would be very easy as well as judicious 
for other Renoites to try the experirnen 
as well by procuring u castor oil plant or 
two. Besides driving oat the flies, they 
might be enabled to have Jheir own 
aouie produced cold pressed castor oil 
'or the young ones.

crusher which is attracting considerable 
attention in San Francisco, where it is 
uow being tented. The papors s.iy the 
crushers are being oude iu three sizes 
—ten tons, twenty tons and thirty tons 
capacity, 
each 
twenty-four 
houru, 


through a forty-mesh screen. They are 
comparatively inexpensive.

viate the necessity of large and expen- 
sive buildings. Their use will effect a 
vast saving in pay-roll accounts, and 
will bring forward hundreds of low- 
grade mines to a remunerative yield.
